Twenty Hundred Men on Board the whole Fleet :; 

ſo happily managed his Charge, that they every one 
of them Arrived ſafe at Anchor before Quebeck, althoug 
they had as dangerous, and almoſt untrodden a Pail 
to take Vn-Piloted,for the whole Voyage, as ever an 
Voyage was undertaken with, Some {mail French Priz: 
he took by the way, and ſet up Ergliſh Colours upd 
the Coaſt, here and there, as he went along ; and be 
fore the Month of Auguſt was out, he had ſpent ſevertl 
Days as far onward of his Voyage, as between the Illani 
.of Antecoſta, and the Main. But when they entred th: 
mighty River of Canada, ſuch adverſe Winds encoun

ſe Refletion. But of the Diſaſter, which now befell 
or New-England, - in particular, every one will eafily 
dnclude, none of the leaft Conſequences to have been, 
e Extreme Debts, which that Country was now plun- 
d into ; there being Forty Thouſand pounds, more or 
S, now to be paid, andnot a Penny in the Treaſury 
pay it withal.

pril, they had got a. quarter of their way,- and came to 
an Anchor under Cape St. Lawrence, having ſeen Land

THE Reverend INCREASE MATHER, 
beholding his Country .of New-England in a very De- 
plorable Condition, under a Goverrnour that atted by an 
Iiezal, Arbitrary, Treaſonable Commiſhon, and - 

| vade 
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vaded Liberty and Property, after fuch a ' manner, as 
that no man could ſay any thing was his own, he did 


with the Encouragement of the Principat Gentlemen in 


the Country, but not without much Trouble and Ha- 
zard unto his own Perſon, . go over to 1/hrte-#all, in the 
Summer of the Year 1655. and wait upon King Fares, 
with'a full Repreſentation of their Miſeries, - That King 


did give him Liberty-of Acceſs unto him, whenever 'he 


defired it, and with many Good Words ptomiſel him to 
Relieve the Oppreſſed Pcople in many Tnftances that 
were propoſed :. But when the Revoluticn had brought 
the Prince and Princeſs of Oravpe to. the Throne, Mr. 
Mather having the Honour divers Times to V/ait up- 
on the King, he ſtill prayed for no leſs a Fayour to 
New-England, than the full Reſtoration of their Charter - 
Priviledges : And Sr. William Phips happening to be then 
in England, very Generouſly joined with -Mr. Mather, 
in ſome of thoſe Addreſſes : Whereto, his Majeſtie's 
Anſwers were always very expreſſive of his Gracions 
Inclinations. Mr. Mather, herein aſſiſted alſo, by 'the 
Right Worſhipfal Sr A7eiry. Aſhwſt, a moft Hearty 
Friend of all ſach Good Men, as thoſe that once Hlled 
New-England, ſolicited the Leading -Men of both Hou- 
ſes in the Convention-Parliament,- until a Bill for the 
Reſtoring of the Charters belonging to New-Evgland, 
was fully Pafted by the Commons of Ergland 5 but 
that Parliament being Prorogu'd, and then Diffulv- 
ed, all that Siſyphean Labour came to nothing. The 
Diſappointments which afterwards moſt wonderfully 
Blaſted all the hopes of the Petitioned Reftoration, ob- 


liged Mr. Mather, not without the Concurrence of other. 


Agents, now alſo come from New-England, unto that. 
Methoq of Petitioning the King for a New Chatter, 
that ſhould contain more than all the Priviledges of 


the Old ;: and Sir William Dhips, now being again re-- 


turned into England, lent his utmoſt Aſhſtance here- 
unto, 
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The King taking a Voyage for Zolland, before this 
Petition: was anſwered. Mr, Mather, inthe mean while, 
not only waited upon the greateſt part of the Lords of 
His Majeſties mott Honourable Privy Council, offering 
chem a Paper of Reaſons for the Confirmation of the Char- 
ter-Priviiedges gramed unto the Mafſachuſet Colony ; 
but alfo, having the Honour to be Introduc'd unto the 
Queen, he aſſured Her Majefty, That there were none 
mn the World better affected unto Their Majelties Gc- 
vernment, than the People: of New-Ergland, who had 
indeed been expoſed unto great Hardihips for their 
being ſo; and entreated, That fince the King had re- 
ferred the New-Ergliſh Aﬀair unto the Two Lord 
Chict Juſtices, with the Attorney an Solicitor General, 
there might be granted unto us, what They thought 
was Reaſonable, Whereto the Quacen replied, That 
the Requeſt was Reaſenable ;z and that She had ſpcken 
divers times to the King on the behalf of New-Eng- 
land ;, and that for Her own Part, She delired that the 
People there, might not meerly have Juſtice, but F4- 
Vour done to th:m. When the King was returned, Mr. 
' Mather, being by the Duke of Devorſhire brought into 
the King's Preſence on April 28. 1691. Humbly Pray'd 
His Majeſies Favour to New-Ergland, urging, That it 
their Old Ciarter-Priviledges might be reſtored -unto 
them, his 774zme would be Great in thoſe Parts of the 
World, as long as the World ſhould ftand ; adding,

King's Power to put them under what Form of Go- 
vernment He ſhould think beſt for them.

The Day following, the King began another Voy- 
age to Svllind; and when the Attorney General's 
Draught of a Charter, according to what he took 
to be his Majefty's Mind, as expreſſed in Council, 
was preſented at the Council-Board, on the eighth of 
Fune, ſome Objections then made, procured an Or- 
der to prepare Minutes fcr another Draught, which 
deprived the New-Erglanders of ſeveral Efſential Pri- 
wedges in their other Charter. Mr. Mather put in 
his Objections, and vehemently proteſted, that he 
would ſooner part with his Life, than conſent unto 
hoſe Minutes, or any thing elſe, that ſhould infringe 
any Liberty or Priviledge of Right belonging unto 
S Country ;- but he was anſwered, That the Agents 
of New-Ergland were not Plenipotentiaries from ano- 


ther Soveraign State, and that, if they would not 
lubmit unto the King's Plealure in the ſettlement of 
Ihe Country, they muſt rake what would follow. 


The 
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Tnduftry, ſent over unto the King in Flanders ; an 
the Minifters of State then with the King were ear 
neftly applied unto, that every miſtake about th; 
£ood Settlement of New-Ergland migit be prevent 
ed 3 and the Queen Her ſelf, with Her own Roy:

Return,

Inhabitants of New-Fngland, and Young people eſpecial- 
ly, had been Led away with Little Sorcerzes, . wherein 
they did Secretly thoſe Things that were 10: Right againſt 
the Lord their God ; They would often cure Hurts with 
Spells, and prattiſe deteſtable Conjurations with 
 STeves, and Keys, and Peaje, and Nails and Aorſe- 
ſhoes, and other Tmplements, to Learn the Things, 
for which they had a forbidden and impious Curiv- 
fity. Wretched Bcoks had ftoln into the Land, where: 
in Fcols were inſtructed, how to become able -For- 
tunce-Tellers : Among which, I wonder that a blacker 


Brand 1s not ſet upon that Fortune-telling Wheel, 


which that Sham-Scribler, that goes under the Let- 
ters of R. B. has propoſed in his Delights for the In- 
genions, as an honeſt and pleaſant Recreation : And by 
theſe Books, the minds of many had been ſo poiſo- 
ned, that they ſtudied this Finer Witchcraft 5 until, 
tis well,, if ſome of them were not betray'd, into 
what is grefſer, and more ſenſible and Capital. Al- 
though theſe Dtiabotical Divinations are more ordina- 
Fily committed perhaps all over the whole World, 
than they are in the Country of New-England, yet, 
That being a Country Devoted unto the Worſhip 
and Service of the Lord FESUS CHRIST above 
the Reſt of the World. He fſignalized his' Vengcance 
againſt theſe wickednefſſes, with ſuch extraordinary 
Diſpenſations, as have not been often feen in others 
Places, x 

The Devils, which had been fo playd withal, 
and, it may be, by fom& few Criminals more Expli- 
citely engaged and imployed, now broke in upon the 
Country, after as aſtoniſhing a manner, as was ever 
heard of. Some ſcores. of People, firit about Salem, 
the Centre and firit Born, of all the Towns in. the 
Colony; and afterwards in ſeveral other Places, were 
arrefted with many Pretzrnatural Vexations upon their 
Bodies, and a vazicty of crael Torments, which were 
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evidently inflifted from the Demons of the Inviſible 
World. The People that were infeed and infeſted 
with ſuch Demons,” in: a few Days Time, arrived 
unto ſuch a Refining Alteration upon their Eyes, that 
they could ſee their Tormentors ; they ſaw a Devi} 
of a little Srature, and of a Tawny Colour, attended 
till with Spedtres, that appeared in more. Humane 
Circumſtances. 

Theſe Tormentors, tendred unto the AMiQted, a 
Book, requiring them to S7gn it, -or to Touch it, at 
leaſt, in token of their conſenting to be Lifted in 


the Service of the Devil z which, they refuſing to 


do, the Spefres under the command of that Black- 
ma, as they called him, would apply themſelves to 
orture them, with prodigious Moleſtations. 

The afflicted Wretches were horribly Diſtorted and

The Dutch and French Miniſters in the Province of 
New-York, having likewiſe abont the fame Time, their 
Judgment aſked by the Chief Fudge of that Province, 


who was then a Gentleman of New-Erpland, They 
2ave it in under their Hands, That it we Believe no 
Verefick Witchcraft, we muſt Renounce the Scripture 0 
God, and the Conſent of almoft all the World ; but 
that yet the Apparition of a Perſun Afﬀiitting another, 
is a very Inſufficient Proof of a 11: ; nor 1s 1t Tncon- 
hftent with the Holy and: Kighteous Government of 
God over men, to-p2rmit the AfRiction of the Neigh- 
bours, by Devils in the ſhape of Good men; and that a 
Good Name obtained by a Good Life, ſhould not be Loft 
by Meer Sp2&ral Accuſations. 

Now upon a Deliberate Review of theſe Things, 
His Excellency firit Reprieved, and then Pardoned many 
of them that hai been Condemned ; and there fell 
out ſeveral ſtrange Things, that wcauſed the Spirit of 
the Country to run, as vehemently upon the acqurt- 
ting of all the zconſed, as it by miſtake ran at firſt 
upon the Condemsirg of them. Some that. had been 
zcaloully of the Mind, that the DeviFs could not in 
the Shapzs of g004 Men, affliet other Men, were ter- 
ribly Confuted, by having their own Shapes and the 
Shapes of their moſt intimate and valued Friends thus 
Abuſed, And though more than twice Twenty, had 
made ſuch voluntary, and harmonious, and uncontrol- 
able Confeſhons, that if they were all Sham, there was 
therein the greateſt Violation made by the Erhcacy 
of the Inviſible World, upon the Rules of Underſtanding | 
Humane Afairs, that was ever ſeen finc> God made 
Man upon the Earth, yet they did fo recede from their 
ConfefÞons, that it was very clear, fome of* them had 
been hitherto, in a fort of a Preternatural Dream, 
H 4 Wheres - 
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wherein, they had ſaid of themſelves, they knew not 
what themſelves. 

In fine, The laſt Courts that ſate upon this Thorn 
Buſineſs, finding that it was impoſhble to Penetrate in- 
to the whole Meaning of the Things that had hap- 
pened, and that ſo many unſearchable Cheats were en- 
terwoven into the. Concluſion of a Myſterious Buineſ, 
which perhaps had not crept thereinto at the Begrn- 
ning of it, they cleared the Accuſed as faſt as they Tri- 
24 them ; and within a little while the A4firited were 
moſt of them delivered out of their Troubles alſo; 
And the Land had Peace reftored unto it, by the God 
of Peace, weading Satan under foot. Eraſmus, among 0- 
ther Hiſtorians, does tell us, that at a Town in Ger- 
m14ny, a Demon appearing on the Top of a Chimney, 
threatned that he would ſet the Town on Fire, and at 
length ſcattering ſome Aſhes abroad, the whole Town 
was preſently and horribly Burnt unto the Grcnad. 

Sir William Phips now beheld ſuch Demons hideoul- 
iy lcattering Fire about the Country, in the Exaſpera- 
tions, which the Minds of Men were on theſe Things 
riſing unto 3 and therefore when he had well Canvaſed 
a Cauſe, which perhaps might have puzzled the Wit: 
om of the Witeft Men on Earth to have managed, 
without any Error in their Adminiſtrations, he thought, 
it it would be any Error at all, it would certainly be 
the ſafeſt, for him, to put a ſtop unto all future Pro- 
ſecutions as far as it lay in him to do it. 

He did ſo; and for it, he had not only the Printed 
Acknowledgments of the New-Erglanders, who publick- 
ly thanked him, * As one of the Tribe of Zebulun, 
© raiſed up from among themſelves, and Spirited as well 
* as Commiſſioned to he the Steers-man of a Veſſel be- 
* fogg'd in the Mare Mortum of Witchcraft, who. now 
* to happily ſteered her Courſe, that ſhe eſcaped Ship- 
* wrack, and was ſafcly again Moored under the Cape 
* of Good Hope ; and cut aſunder the Circaan Knot of 
* Enchantment, more dirhcult to be Diſlolved than the 
* tamous Gordian one of Old, But 
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70th] But the QUEEN alſo did him the Honour, to 
write unto him, thoſe Gracious Letters, wherein Her 
ory | Majeſty commended his Condutt in theſe Inexplicable 
 in- Þ Matters.

AS one of the fiſt Attions done by Sir William, af 
ter he came to the Age of Doing, was to ſave the 
Lives of many poor People from the Rage of the Di- 
aboiical Indians in the Eeaftern Parts of the Country, 
{10 now he was come to the Government, his Mind 
was ve:y vehemently fet upon recove: ing of thoſe Parts, 
from the Miſeries, which a New and a Lung War of the 
Indians had brought upon them. His Birth and Touth, 
in the Eaft, had rendred him well known unto the U- 
dans there z he had Hunted, and Fiſhed many a wea- 
Ty Day, in his Childhood with them; and when thoſe 
rude Savages had got the Story by the End, that be 
Þad found a Ship full of Money, and was now become all: 
one-a-XKirg ! They were mightily aſtoniſhed at it: 
But when they farther underftood that he was become 
the Governour of New-Ezgland. it added a further De- 
gree of Confternation to their Aftoniſhment. He 
likewiſe was better acquainted with the Scituation of 
thoſe Regions, than moſt other Men ; and he conf 
derd what vaſt Advantages might aciſe, to no lels, 
than the whole Zrgliſh Nation, from the Lumber, and 
Fiſhery and Naval-ftores, which thoſe Regions might 
ſoon ſupply the whole Nation withal, if once they 
were well ſettled with good Inhabitants. | 

Wherefore Governour Phips, took the firſt Oppor- 
tunity, to raiſe an Army, with which he Travelled in 
Perſon, unto the Eaſt-Country to find out and cut off 
the Barbarous Enemy, which had continued for near 


four Years together, making horrible Havock on the 
7 Planta- 
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Late Governonr of New-England. G3 
Plantations, that lay all along the Northern Frontzers 
of New-Ergland ; And having purſued thoſe worſe 
than Scythian Wolves, till they could be no longer fol- 
lowed, he did, with a very laudable Ski}, and unuſual 
Speed, and with leſs Coſt unto the Crown, than per- 
haps ever ſuch a Thing was done in the World, erect 
a ſtrong Fort, at Penimaquid, 

This Fort, he contrived ſo much in the very Heart of 
the Country now poſſeſſed by the Enemy, as very much 
to hinder the ſeveral Nations cf the Tawnies from 
Claming together, for the common Difturbance z and 
his Delign was, that a ſufficient Garriſon being here 
potted, they - might from thence, upon Advice, iflue 
forth to ſurprize that ferocient Enemy. At the ſame 
time he would fain have gone in Perſon up the 
Bay of Funda, with a convenient Force, to have ſpoiled 
a Neafſt of Rebellious Frezchmen, who being Rendez- 
vouzed at St. Fobx's, had a yearly Supply of Ammu- 
nition from France, with which they ftill ſupplied the 
Indians, unto the extream Detriment of the Engliſh, 
but his Friends for a long time, would not permit 
him to expoſe himſelf unto the Inconveniencies of that 
Expedition. 

However, he took ſuch Methods, that the Indiax 
Kirgs of the Eaſt, within a lictle while, had their - 
Stomachs brought down, to ſue and beg for. a Peace 
And making their Appearance at the New-Fort, in 
Pemmaquid, Aug. It. 1693, They did there Sign an 
Inſtrument, wherein, lamenting the Miſeries which 
their Adherence to the French Counſels, had brought 
them into, they did for themſelves and with the Con- 
{ent of,all the Mdians from the River of Merrimack, 
tv the moſt Eafterly Bounds of ail the Province, ac- 
knowledge their Hearty Subjection and Obedience un-« 
to the Crown of Eygland, and ſolemnly Covenant, 
Promiſe, and Agree, to and with Sir William Phips, 
Captain General and Governour in Chief over the 


Province, and his Succeffors in that Place, Thas they 
would 
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would for ever ceaſe all As of Hoſtility towards. the 
Subjects of the Crown of England, and hold a Conftant 
Friendſhip with all the Engliſh. That they would ut- 
terly abandon the French Intereſts, and not ſuccour or 
conceal any Enemy Indians, from Canada or elſewhere, 
that ſhould come to any of their Plantations within 
the Ergliſh Territories: That all Engliſh Captives, 
which they had among them, ſhould be returned with 
all poſſible ſpeed, and no Ranſom or Payment be giv- 
en tor any of thems That their Majefties Subjects 


the Ergliſh, now ſhould quietly enter upon, and for | 


Ever improve and enjoy all and fingular their Rights 
of Lands, and former Poſſeſhons, within the Eattern 


Parts of the Province,. without any claims from any 


{ndians, or being. ever diſturbed» therein : That all 
Trade and Commerce, which hereafter might be allowed 
between the Zzgliſh and the indians ſhould be under a 
Regulation -ftated by an A& of the Geyeral Afſembly, 
Or as limitted by the Governour of: the Province, 
with the Conſent and Advice of his Council, And 
That, .if any Controverſie hereafter happen between 
any Of the Engliſh and the Indians, no Private Revenge 
was to be taken. by the 1:dians, but proper Appha- 
tions to. be made unto His Majeſties Government, for 
the due Remedy thereof : Submitting themſelves here- 
withal to be Governed by His Majeſty's Laws. 

And for the Manifeftation of their Sincerzy in the 
_Submiſſion thus made, the ypocritical Wretches deli- 
vered #oftages for their Fidelity z and then ſet their 
Marks and Seals, nov leſs than thirteen Sagamores of 
them, ( with Names of more than a Perſrn length ) 
unto this Inſtrument. 

The firft Riſe of this dian War, hal hitherto been 
almoſt as Dark as that of the River Nius: Lis true, 
if any Wild Engliſh did raſhly begin to provoke and 
affront the 1diars, yet the Indians had a fairer . Way 
to obtain Juſtice, than by Blovdſhed : However, up- 


on the New-Ergliſh Revolution, the State of the NE 
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became wholly New: The Government then employ- 
ed all poſſible ways to procure a good Underſtanding 
with the indians, but all the Engliſh Offers, Kindneſſes, 
Courteſies were barbarouſly requited by them, with 
New Adts of the moſt perfidious Hoſtility, Notwith- 
ſanding all this, there were ſtill ſome Ntce People, that 
had their ſcruples about the Fuſtice of the War z but 
upon this New Submiſſion of the 71dzavs, it ever thoſe 
kattle-ſnakes ( the only Rattle-ſnakes, which, they ſay, 
were ever ſeen to. the Northward of Merimack-Rzver ) 


Jhould ftir again, the moſt ſcrupulous Perſons in the 


World muſt own, That is muſt be rhe moſt unexceptiona- 
ble prece of Fuſtice in the World for to exti»guiſh them. 
Thus did the God of Heaven bleſs the unwearied 


Bpplications of Sir 1illiam Phips, for the reſtoring of 


Peace unto New-England, when the Country was quite 
mr of Breath, in its Endeavours for its own: Preſerva- 
tion, from the continual out-rages of an inacceſſible E- 
nemy, and by the Poverty coming in, jo like an armed 
Man from the unſucceſsfulneſs of their former Armzes, 
that it could not imagine, how to take one frep fur- 
ther in it's Wars. The moſt Happy Reſpite of Peace 
beyond Merimarck-River being thus procured, the Go- 
rernour immediately ſet himſelf to uſe all pcthble Me- 
thods, that it might be Peace, like 4 River, nothing 
hort of Everlaſting. | 

He therefore prevailed with Two or Three Gentle- 
nen to join with him, in ſending a Supply of MNeceſ- 
wies for Life, unio the Indians, until the General 
\fſembly could come together to ſettle the [ndtan- 
Irade for the Advantage of the Publick, that the 1#- 
{ia7s might not by Neceſſity be driven again, to be- 
Mme a +rench Propiicty 3 although by this Action, 
5 the Gentlemen themſelves were great Loſers in 
heir Eſtates, thus &#e Himſelf declared unto the Mem- 
ders of the Gerieral Aſſembly, that he would upon 
dath, give an Account unto them of all his own Gains, 
nd count himſelf a Gainer, if in lieu of all, they would

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give him one Beaver-Zat.' The ſame Generoſity alfof F 
cauſed him to take many a tedious Voyage, accom- 
panied ſometimes with his Fridus Achates and very 
Dear Friend, Kinſman anq1 Neighbour, Colonel Fohrſ 
Philips, between Boſton and Pemmaguid ; and this inÞi 
the bitter Weeks of the New-Evgliſh, which is almoſt aſc: 
Ruſſian Winter. | 

He was a ſort of Confeſſor under ſuch Torments off 
Cold, as once made the Martyrdom of Muria, and 0- 
thers commemorated in Orations of the Ancients ;Þ- 
and the Swow and [ce which Pliiry calls, The Puniſh$$#4 
ment of Mountains, he chearfully endured, without any 
other Profit unto himſelf, but only the Pleaſure 0 
thereby eitabliſhing and. centinuing unto the People 
the Liberty to Sleep quietly in their warm Neſts at 
home, while he was. thus concerned for them abroad. 
Non miki fed Populo, the Motto of the Emperour Z4- 
drian, was engraved on the Heart of Sir William 
NOT FOR MY SELF, BUT FOR MY PEOPLE : Orfi 
that of Maximin, Cuo major, hoc Laboriofor, the morePi 
Honourable, the more Laborious. 

Indeed the Reſtleſneſs of his Travels to the Southern 
as well as the Eaftern Parts of the Country, when theſþ 
 Publick Satety calFd for his Prefence, would have made 
one to think on the Tranſlation which the King off 
Portrigal, on a very extiaordinary occation, gave the 
Fourth Verſe in the Hundred and Twenty firft Pſalm, 
Ze will not ſlumver, nor will he ſuffer 10 ſleep, the Keep 
er of Tſrael. Nor did he only try to Ccurate theſ: 
Indians of the Faſt, by other Prudent and Properfd 
Treatments, but he alſo farniſhed himſelt with an 7 
dian Preacher of the Goſpel, whom he carried untofſs 
the Eaſtward,- with an Intention to teach them the 
Principles of the Proteſtant Religion, and unteach themPkin 
the mixt Paganry and Popery which hitherto Dzabe-ſ P 
lifd them.

Name, as PIPPIVS MAXIMUS, he there 
had upon him the Symptoms of a Title to the Glory 
of Heaven, in the Seal of his own Pardon from God. 
Nor was this Gemeroſity in HIS EXCELLENCY, the Go- 
vernour of New-Ergiand, unaccompanied with many

It is true, He was very Zealous for all Men to en- 
joy ſuch a Liberty of Conſcience, as he judged a Na-

reticks, by Perſecution. For this Generofity it may be,

votioh, and when he ſaw any that were evidently 
careful to make a ſhow, and: eſpecially, if at the ſame 
Time they were notoriodlly Defective, in the Duties 
of Common Fuſtice or Goodneſs, or the Duties of the 
Relations, wherein God had ſtationed them, he had an 
extream Averfion for them. 

Nevertheleſs, he did ſhow a Conſcientious Dehire 
to ubſerve the Laws of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt in his 
Converſation; and he conſcientiouily attended upon 
the Exerciſes of Devotion in the Seaſons thereof, on 
Lefures, as well as on Lords-Days, and in the Dazly- 


Sacrifice, the Morning and Evening Service of his own. 


Family ; yea, and at the Private Meetivgs of the De- 
vout People kept every Forizight in the Ne!ghbour- 
hood, 

Beſides all this, when he had great IVorks before 
him, he would Invite . good Men to come and Faſt

of ; and when he had ſucceeded in what he had un- 


dertaken, he would prevail with them to come and. 


keep a Day of Solemn Thankggiving with him. His 
Zove to Almighty God, was indeed, manifeſted by 
nothing more, than his Tove to thoſe that had the 
Image of God, upon them z He Heartily, and with a 
Real Z#on0ur for them, Loved all Godly Men ; and in 
ſo doing, he did not confine God!zmeſs to this or that: 
Party, but wherever he ſaw the Fear of God, in one 
of a Corgregational, or Presbyterian, or Antipedobap- 
719, or Epijcopalian Perſwaſion, he did, without any 
Difference, exprefs towards them a Reverent Aﬀes-. 
el1ON, 


But 
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But he made no Men. more welcome, than thoſe 
good Mer, Whoſe Office *tis to promote and preſerve 
Goodnefs in all other Men 3 even the MznFers. of 
the Goſpel : Eſpecially when they were ſuch as 
faithfully Diſcharged their Office: And from theſe 
at any Time, the leaſt Admonition or Intimation of 
any good Thing to be done by him, he entertain- 
e with a moſt obliging Alacrity. His Religion in 
Truth, was one Principle that added Virrue unto 
that vaſt Courage, which was always in him to a De- 
Tree #Heroical. Thoſe Terrible Nations, which made 
their Deſcents from the Northern -0n the Southern 
Parts of Europe, in" thoſe Elder Ages, when ſo ta 
ſwarm out was more frequent with them, were in- 
ſpired with a valiant Contempt of Life, by the Opie 
nion, wherein their famous 0d:n inſtructed them. 
That their Death was but an Emrance into another 
Life, wherein they who. Died in Warlike Ations, were 
bravely feafted with the God of War for ever : *Tis 
inexpreſible, How much the Courage of thoſe fierce 
Mortals was fortified by that Opinion, 

But when Sir William Phips was asked by ſome 
that obſerved his Valiant Contempt of Death, What 
it was that made. him ſo little afraid - of Dyirg, he 
gave a hetter grounded Account of it, than thoſe 
Pagans could 5 his Anſwer was, I do humbly believe, 
That the Lord Feſus Chriſt ſhed his Precious Blood for 
me, by His Death procurirg my Peace with God : and; 
mhat ſhould I now be afraid of Dying for ? 

But this Leads me to mention the Zumsle and 
Modeſt Carriage in him, towards other Mem, which 
accompanied this his Pzety. There were certain Pomps 
belonging unto the feveral Places of Honour, through 
which he paſſed 3 Pomps, that are very taking to Men 
of little Souls : But although he roſe from ſo little, 
vet he diſcovered a marvellous Contempt of thoſe Aie- 
17 Things, and as far, as he handſomely could, he 
dcclined being ceremoniouſly, or any otherwiſe than, | 

witty 
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with a Dutch Modeſiy waited upon. And it might 
more truly be faid of him, than it was of Ariſtides, 
He was never ſeen the Prouder for any Honour, that 
was done him from his Country-men. 

Hence, albeit I have read that complaint, made 
by a worthy Man, 1 have often obſerved, and this 1 
without ſome Bluſhizg, that even good People have has 
a ki:d of ſhame upon them, 10 acknowledge their low be. 
girmnirg, and uſed ail Arts to hide it. T could never 
oLſerve the leaft of that Fault in this worthy Man ; 
but he would ſpeak of his own low beginning with 
as much Freedom and Frequency, as if he had heen 
afraid of having it forgotten. 

It was counted an Humility in King Apathocles, 
the Son of a Porter, to be ſerved therefore in Earth 
en Veſſels, as Tlurarch hath informed us: It was 
counted an Humility in Arch-Biſhop 1}#7/1tezs, the Son 
of a Wheel-wrighr, thereiore to have I#heels hung a- 
bout his Bed-Chamber, with this Inſcription, Kecol: 
unde Veneris, i, & Remember thy Origival. But ſuch 
was the Zumility and Lowlinzſs of this Rifing Man ! 
Not only did he after his return to his Country 
in his Greatneſs, one Day, make a fplendid Fealt 
for the Ship Carpenters of Boſton, among whom he was 
willing at his Table, to Commemorate, the Mercy 
of God unto him, who had once been a Ship Car- 
perter himſelf, but he woull on all occaſions permit, 
yea, Study to have his Meanneſſes remembred. 

Hence upon frequent occaſions of Uneafineſs in his 
Government, he would clhuſe thus to expreſs him: 
ſelf, Gentlemen, were it not that 1 am to do Servic 
for the Publick, I ſhould be much eafter in returnirg "ut: 
to my Broad Ax again. And hence, according to the 
Hffable Conrtelie, which he ordinarily uſed unto all 
ſorts of Perſons (quite contrary to the Aſperiy, 
which the old Proverb, expects in the Raiſed ) he 
would particularly, when Sailing in fight of Kenn 
beck, with Armies under his Command, call the 
Young

Young Souldiers and Sailers upon Deck, and ſpeak to 
them after this Faſhion 5 Toung Men, It was upon 
that Hill, that I kept Sheep, a few Tears ago. and 
ſince you ſee that Almighty God has brought me 10 
ſomethivrg, do you Learn to fear God, and be HonefFt, 
and Mind your Buſineſs, and follow no bad Courſes, and 
you dow't know what you may come to! A Temper 
not altogether unlike, what the Advanced Shepherd 
had, when he wrote the Twenty Third Pſalm 5 or 
when he Imprinted on the Coi7 of his Kingdom, 
the Remembrance of his old Condition : For Chrif14- 
11s Gerſon, a Chriſtianized Few, has informed us, 
That on the one ſide of David's Coin, were to be 
ſeen his old Pouch and Crook, the Inſtruments of 
Sh:pherdy 3 on the other fide, were Enſtamped the 
Towers of Zion. 

In fine, our Sir William was a Perſon of fo fiveet 
a Temper, that they who were moit intimately ac- 
quainted with him, would commonly pronounce him, 
The be Condittoned Gentleman in the World ! And 
by -the continual Diſcoveries and Exprefhons of ſach 
a Temper, he ſo gained the Hearts of them who 
waited upon him in any of his Expeditions, that 
they would commonly profeſs themſelves willing ſtill, 
to have gone with him to the End of the World, 

But if all other People found him ſo kind a 
Neighbour, we may eaſily inferr what an Huſband he 
was unto his Tady. Leaving unmentioned that Vir- 
tue of his Chaſtity, which the Prodigious Depravati- 
en, brought by the Late Reigns upon the Manners 
of the Nation, has made worthy to be mentioned 
as a Virtue ſomewhat Extraordinary ; I ſhall rather 
paſs on to ſay, That the Zove, even to Fondneſs, with 
which he always treated her, was a Matter not on- 
ly of Obſervation, but even of ſuch Admiration, that 
every one ſaid, The Age afforded not a kinder Huſ- 
This Kindneſs appeared not only in his ma- 
king it no leis his Delight than Study, to render his 
whole 
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whole Converſation agreeable to her, but alſo, and 
perhaps chiefly, in the Satisfaftion which it gave 
him, to have his Interefts very much at her Com- 
mand, Betore he firft went abroad, upon }/rack De- 
ſigns, he, to make his long Abſence, eafie unto her, 
made her his Promiſe, that what Efate the God of 
Heaven ſhould then beftow upon him, ſhould be en- 
tirely at her Diſpoſal, in Caſe that ſhe ſurvived 
him. 

And when Almighty God accordingly beftow'd up- 
on him a Fair E$tate, he not only rejoiced in ſee- 
ing ſo many Adets of Charity done every Day by 
Her bountiful Hand, but he alſo ( not having any 
Children of his own ) Adopted a Nephew of #er's 
to be his Zer: And reckoning that a Verba] Inti- 
mation unto her of what - Pious and Publick Uſes, 
he would have any Part of his E$ate, after his 
Death put unto, as well as what Sypports he would 
have attorded unto his own Relations, would be as. 
much attended by #er, as if he had otherwiſe ta- 
ken the moſt effeftual Care imaginable, he content- 
ed himſelf with Bequeathing all he had entirely to 
Her, in his Lat Will and Tedlamentz He knew very 
well, that Zer Will, in- Point of a Ziberal Diſpoſtti-- 
on to #onour the Lord with the Subſtance, which the 
Tord had in fo ftrange a manner enriched them 
withal, would-:not fail ot being equal with hs own, 
But we muft now return to our Story» 


SECT. 9; 


When Perſcns do by Studies full of Curiyſiry, ſeek to 
inform thewielves of things, about which the God of 
Heaven hath forbidden our curious enquiries, there is a 
marvellous Jmpreſſo7m, which the Demons do often make 
on the Minds of thoſe their Votaries, about the Future 
or Secret Matters unlawfully enquired after, and at laft 
there 
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there is alſo an horrible Poſſeſſion, which thoſe Fatz- 
dic Damons do take of them. The Snares of Hell, 
hereby laid for miſerable Mortals have been ſuch, 
that when I read the Laws, which Agellius affirms 
fo have been made, even in Pagan Rome, againſt the 
Vaticinatores, T wonder that no Engliſh Nobleman, or 
Gentleman fignalizes his regard unto Chriſtianity, by 
doing what even a Koman Tully would have done, 
in promoting 4» A# of Parliament, againſt that Pa- 
ganiſh Practice of Fudicial Aſtrology, whereof, if ſuch 
Men as Auſtin were now Living, they would Afſ- 
ſert, The Devil firſt found it, and they that profeſs it, 
are Enemies of Truth and of God. 

In the mean Time, I cannot but relate a wonder- 
ful Experience of Sir William Phips, by the Relation 
whereof ſomething of an Antidote may be given a- 
gainſt a Poiſon, which the Diabolical Figure-Flizgers, 
and Fortune-Tellers that ſwarm all the World over, 
may inſinuate into the Minds of Men. Long before 
Mr. Phips came to be Sir William, while he ſojourn- 
el in London, there came into his Lodging an Old 
Aſtrologer, living in the Neighbourhood, who making 
ſome Obſervation of him, though he had ſmall or 
no Converſation with him, did ( howbeit by hin 
wholly undeſired ) one Day ſend him a Paper, where- 
in he had, with Pretences of a Rule in Aſtrology 
for each Article, diftinttly noted the moſt materiat 
Paſſages that were to befall this our Phips, i the 
remaining Part of his Life 3 it was particularly Af- 
ſerted and Inſerted, That he ſhould be engaged in 
a Delign, wherein by Reaſon of Enemies at Conrt, 
he ſhould meet with much Delay ; That neverthe- 


leſs in the Thirty Seventh Year of his Life, he ſhould 


find a mighty Treaſure 3 That in the Forty Firſt Year 
of his Lite, his King ſhonld employ him, in as great 
a Truſt beyond Sea, as a Subject could eaſily have : 


| That ſoon after this, he ſhould undergo an hard 


Storm from the Endeavours cf his Adyerſaries to 
| K Re - 
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Reproach him, and Ruine him $ That his Adverſaries 
though they ſhould go very near gaining the Point, 
ſhould yet miſs of doing ſo; That he ſhould hit up- 
on a vaſtly Richer Matter than any that he had hi- 
therto met withal z That he ſhould continue Thir- 
teen Years in his Publick Station, full of Aion, and 
full of Hurry; And the reſt of his Days he ſhould 
ſpend in the Satisfaftion of a Peaceable Retirement. 

Mr, Phips received this undeſired Paper with Trou 
ble and with Contempt ; and threw it by among Cer- 
tain looſe Papers, in the Bottom of a Trunk, where 
his Lady ſome Years after accidentally Lit upon it, 
His Lady with Admiration, ſaw ſtep after ſtep, very 
much of it accompliſhed z but when ſhe heard from 
England, that Sir William was coming over with a 
Commiſhon to be Governour of New-Enpland, in that 
very Year of his Life, which the Paper ſpecified, 
ſhe was afraid of letting it ly any longer in the 
Houſe, but caft it into the Fire. 

Now the Thing which IT muſt invite my Reader 
to Remark is this; That albeit Almighty God may 
permit the Devils to predi#, and perhaps to perform 
very many particular things to Men, that ſhall by 
ſuck a preſumpruous and unwarrantable Fuggle, as Aſtre- 
{ogy ( fo Dr. Hall well calls it ! ) or any other Di- 
vination, conſult them, yet the Devils which fore-tel 
many True Things, do commonly fore-tel ſome that 
are Falſe, and it may be propoſe by the Things that 
are True to betray Men into ſome fatal Miſbelief and 
Miſcarriage about thoſe that are Falſe. 

Very tingular therefore was the Wiſdom of Sir 
illtam Phips, that, as he ever Treated theſe Pro- 
phectes about him with a moſt Pious neglet, fo, 
when he had ſeen all but the two Laſt of them ve- 
ry punttually fulfilled, yea and ſeen the beginning of 
a Fulfilment unto the Laſt but one alſo, yet when TI 
pleaſantly mentioned them unto him, on purpoſe to 
Try whether there were any occaſion for me humbly 
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0 give him the ſerious Advice, neceflary in ſuch a 
Caſe, to Anticipate the Devices of Satan, he preven- 
ted my Advice, by ſaying to me, Szr, 1 do believe 
there might be a curſed Snare of Satan in whoſe Pro- 
pheſies : 1 Believe Satan might have leave 10 foretel 
many Things, all of which might come to paſs in the 
begtnming, v0 lay me aſleep about ſuch things as are 19 
ollow, eſpecially about the main chance of all ; 1 do not know. 
but I am to Dye this Tear : For my Part, by the Help 
the Grace of God, I ſhall endeavour to Ilive- as if 7 
were this Tear to Dye. And let the Reader now attend 
the Event !

And he longed with ſome Impatience, to ſee the 


J King furniſhed from his own Domimons, with ſuch 


floating and ftately Caſtles, thoſe Wooden-Walls of 
Great Britain, for much of which He has hitherto 
Traded with Forreigy Kingdoms. Next, if 1 may ſay 
zext unto this, he had an Eye upon Canada; all at- 
tempts for the reducing whereof had hitherto prov- 
ed Abortive. 7 
It was but a few Months ago, that a conſiderable 
Fleet, under Sir Francis IPheeler, which had been ſent 
into the Weſt-Indies, to ſubdue Martineco, was orde- 
red then to call at New-Ergland, that being recruit= 
ed there, they might make a further Deſcent upon 
Canada ; but Heaven frowned upon that Expedition, 
eſpecially by a terrible Sickneſs, the moſt like the 
Plague of any. thing that has been ever ſeen in 4- 
merica, whereof there Died, e're they could reach tw 
Boſton, as T was told by Sir Francis himſelf, no lefs 
than Thirteen Hundred Sailers out of Twenty One, and 
no ge than Eighteen Hundred Sollldiers out of Twen- 
ty Jour.

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the King would have given him leave to have pur- 
led, after he had continued ſo long in his Govern- 
ment, as to have obtained the more General welfare 
which he defigned in the former Inftances. I do 
not mean the making of New-England the Seat of a 
Spaniſh Trade, though ſo vaſtly profitable a Thing 
« Was likely to have been brought about, by his being 
one of an Honourable Company engaged in ſuch a 
Project. 1 

But the Spaniſh Wreck, where Sir William had made 
His firſt good Voyage, was not the only, nor the Rz:ch- 
eft Wreck, that he knew to be lying under the Wa- 
ter. He knew particularly that when the Ship, 
which had Governour Boadillz Aboard, was caft a- 
way, there was, as Peter Marty! ſays, an entire Ta- 
ble of Gold of Three Thouſand, Three Hundred and ten 
Pound Weight, 

The Duke of AlbemarPs Patent for all ſuch I/recks 
now expiring, Sir William thought on the Morto, 
which js upon the Gold Medal, bettowed by the late 
King, with his X»ighthood upon him, Semper . Tibi 
_pendear Hamus: And ſuppoſing himſelf to have gain- 
ed ſufficient Information of the right Way to ſuch 
a IYreck, it was his purpoſe upon his Diſmiſhon from 
his Goverament, once more to have gone unto his 
old Fiſhirg-Trade, upon a mighty Shelf of Rocks and 
Bank of Sands, that ly where he had informed him-
